366 Trees and Many. Shrubs 
Will Beautify Los: Olivos 


The landscaping gf Los Olivos, 
the Upland housing. project, will 
make it a show place in a few 
years if all trees, shrubs, lawns, 
plants. and flowers: mature that 
have recently been planted. 

Los Olivos, which gets its name 
from ;:the olive trees planted 
around the community building 
and Ysidro drive, is appropriate- 
ly named, since: 65 of these trees 
have been set out in this district. 

Fifty-five sugar gum _ trees, 
chosen with the idea in mind of 
providing the project with a sky- 
line, have been set out along most 
of the driveways, while 46 native 
sycamores will outline the re- 
creational area. 

, WIDE VARIETY 

A wide variety of trees have 
been planted to add interest and 
beauty, and many of them have 
been selected for a definite reason 
such as the 14 pepper trees which 
will outline the walk on the north- 
east. corner of thé project, adding 
not .only. beauty but shade 
well. 

Other trees include 34 sour or- 
ange, 28 live oak placed on the 


east and north boundary; four 
walnut; 41 fruit trees, which in- 
clude: peach, apricot and fig; 18 
pomgranites, 8 Jacaranda, 1 de- 
odar, 14 licquid amber, 2 maiden- 
hair trees, 12 acacia and 21 crepe 
myrtle. 
MANY SHRUBS 

Selected with equal care, are 
the shrubs. Most of them have 
been set out around and next to 
buildings, and some will be used 
as hedges such as the pineapple- 
guava along the south boundary. 

The varieties of shrubs planted 
honeysuckle, white and yellow 
include white oleander, cape 
marguarite, red, orange, salmon, 
pink and white single geranium; 
trailing dant&ha, pyracantha, ta- 
bira, golden dew drop and dwarf 
pomegraiite. 

Bermuda grass will be planted 
in the recreational area ‘in June 
or as soon as the weather is 
warm enough. 

Douglas Black drew the plans
